"|vPermit me to express a few 
thôughta arising out of the meeting 
on Tuesday, at which it wae decided 
to abandon the .Mock Parliament, it 
watr alleged that the failure was due 
to apathy on the part of the students, 
and that accordingly the Literary 
and Debating Society did not feel in- 
clined to. squander its. energies on 
this institution. 

It should he borne in. mind that 
such an institution Is in no sense 
seU-supporting. and that to begrudge 
the necessary Initial Impetus to start 
the ball rolling Is a course slightly 
lacking In public spirit 

It is also evident that this activity 
should have been- started • much 
earlier In the season, end it is diftl- 
rult to see why the inlllal Interest In 
tho work of the Literary and Debac- 
ing Society should have been allowed 
to languish over several months. 
Last year the- Mock Parliament was 
being organized before . Christmas, 
and was away to a good start after 
Christmas. Men in the upper years 
are Inclined to look with disfavor on 
actlyitles which do not start until 
February, as the Examiner is alvrays 
with..us.. 

The fact that most of laiit -year's 
leaders are now in their final year 
has not a little to do with, their 
absence from the meeting. To attend 
the initial meeting waa practically 
to invito re-election,,. and the labor 
connected with executive work Is too 
much to expect of men In their senior 
year, who would- nevertheless be 
eager to support the actual meetings 
May I suggest. Sir, that the .'Vlock 
Parliament provides -an excellent 
training in rules of order, and pro 
cedure of which eve^-y student should 
avail himself, and that to preserve a 
decorous tone serious discussion Is 
essential.

It' Fb' greatly tn 
be deplored that the Literary and De- 
bating Society should thus wash Its 
hands of tho matter and consign a 
time-honored and popular Institution 
to the scrap heap.

W.H. GOODWIN 
pSPEAjl^HALL 

Student VoUunteer l^ove- 
ment Listened to Interest- 
ing Lecture on Japan. 



Last cvcuine Strathcona Hall waa 
the F( t ne of a very interesting meeU' 
ing. .Mr. Goodwin, recently returned 
from the World's Sunday School Con- 
gress, held in Tokio. Japan, spoke oa 
his Impressions received in Japaa 
and the equipment the foreign mis- 
sionary needed. 

.Mr. Goodwin, a very capable and 
impressive speaker, ^ye bis general ; 
impressions of the country and it* 
people. The speaker asked them not j 
to delude themselves In -thinking the ^ 
Japanese were a heathen people, be- { 
cause they were far from that. ' 

To him the Japanese seemed llke.Ji 
people Just awakening and looking 
with contempt and disgust at the 
western civilization (America). 

The Japanese were a brave and 
fearless people, thirsting for educa- 
tion, and stated that 98 '/n of studenta 
that were attending school were at- 
tending because they wanted to. Tha^ 
demand for Universities In Japsin^: 
could not be met by tho government 
The speaker further stated that It 
was a very common sight to see Ja- 
panese students on the street cars 
aiudylng English and German Philo- 
sophy and Science, 

Mr. Goodwin then turned hta at> 
tontlOn' to the qualities that he 
thought necessary for a mlsslonaiT' 
to have. Ho placed foremost tho 
acquiring of the personal touch. 
That minsionarle» should regard their 
work as the delivering of a message 
not from a person to a large crowd 
buti aa 'à message from one pera 
another.: That It was also neceisa 
to preach the gospel and not be con- 
temptuous to tho native religions^ 
The successful missionary must ofi 
ilecessity be a diplomat The apeakei! 
pointed out that the graving fear of 
a peril from the cast need not b<t 
feared If the gospel be preached. 

Another very essential thing for 
the missionary was a knowledge o 
thé language and bis knowledge 
should be such that he can* spealc 
fluently. 

The acquisition of the language of 
symbols was very essential especially 
In the east where that language waa 
most readily understood and the lan- 
guage which rèached their hearts 
quickest 

The speaker at this Juncture paid 
a tribute to tho Japanese 'symbolism. 

In conclusion Mr. Ooodwtu exhorted 
those who Intended to ro into foreign 
fields 'ttdt to fèàr for themselves on 
account of political or other changes 
that? %l'sht' take- place ^btlt' 'tbat their 
plain duly was' to preach -the Gospel 
and political and other disturbances 
wOliild right themselves atid that the 
faithful preaching of the Gospel 
would indirectly restore peace to any 
existing troubles.

Bonor Xaw Is 
numcthlns mdri than a mere pollUelan, 
he hag devotopcd Into one o( those 
rare bclnRti, a national character. 
"Good ol[l Honar," says the man in the 
street as he rubs shoulders with the 
tall dlstlnguistied-Iooklng Individual 
with tho kindly eyea and Inevitable 
Bhtny "topper" walking down to the 
House of Commons — Bonar Law Is a 
truo demcrrat and prefers tho use of 
his feet to an automobile. As a const- 
ituent remarked at bis lost election: 
"'U aint a Liberal, nor a Tory, just a 
jolly good fellow." 

•et the Thames en Fire. 

This very spirit It is that, has so 
endeared him to the hchrtsi of the 
reople over here, this and thé romantic 
story which surrounds the success of 
tho penniless Now Brunswick lad who 
"sot the Thames on fire" with his 
first political speech. It Is c«rtaln that 
In this unique record can be discovered 
tho sprihg-head of the amaslng Can- 
adian invasion of Britleh public life 
during the past decade. 

The stories now finding their way 
across the Attentlo beyond a doubï 
first fired tho uncoiiscious ambitions 
of the young Hamar Greenwood, then 
a clerk In thy Ontario Agricultural 
Depnrtmcnt, to similar feats. While 
Max Altken, fresh from hla financial 
triumphs in Montreal, was not slow to 
follow BUU. and Qllbert I'arker, mean- 
while, Wiis earning golden laurels In 
London literary circles. 

The Wat was a triumph for Canada 
in England. At home, Whilo across thd 
narrow channel bar soldiers wore 
claiming immortal triumphs on the grey 
Flanders battlefields. In the charnel- 
house of tho Yprcs Salient, two of 
New Brunswick's sons, silently but 
Bureiy were marshalling their forces 
for an finga«ement that historians will 
acclaim the greatest of tho war, 

The Reconstruction. 

It was eomellme In the /fall of 1010 
that I*rd Bcavcrbrook, then Sir Max 
Altken, was commltialoned by Lloyd- 
Qeorge to undertake' the reconstruction 

of tho Coalition surely the most 

difficult task over Undertaken by di- 
plomat or politician. 

Tho situation wan tense. Asqulth, 
that greatest of peace-time parlla'- 
mentarlans. could, only meet the in- 
sistent problems of -war with ! ah In- 
decision aiid blind' optimism, which 
threatened every hour to preiipltjite 
the Bmplre in disaster. A nasty un- 
dercurrent wae .abroad or trèadhoî^ 
In high places. The flghtlng forces, 
looking in shells and suitable ommnn- 
ÎÙon, were fast losing., n^orole. Im- 
mollate action was " ImiërWtlvèY' '4' 
miracle was necessary' "Vuttlç ;;«^pl^l•■ 
Ion* was fully alive tb' thV'' nature of 
that miracle, but Us àceomplishmont 
baffled Imagination. That Is until 
Max Altken appeared on the scene, 
and then In a very short time, Mr. 
ASqulth resigned with the best grace 
that he could muater. 

Only time will re\-eal the true Inner 
history of these dramatic days. 

Bonar Law Declines Premiership. 

But Canada's triumph was not yet 
at nn end. Tho following day King 
George sxunmoned Bonar .Xaw to the 
palace to offer him the premiership. 
It was a test of character which only 
the strongest could survive. On the 
one -hand was ambltjon relentlesaly 
urging the acceptance of that linlquo 
honor without precedent offered to a 
Dominion statesman: on the other be- 
lief chlded conscience that hé 'was not 
the best man for the Job. . The Can- 
adian spirit won through. Even be- 
fore bo sot out for the pfiloce on that 
historic DoceMber morning It was an 
open secret that . ho would refuse. 
For once rumor provetl correct, and 
Lloyd-Georgo was appointed In his 
place. 

While all tails was taking place yet 
another Canadian was gradually but 
surely flghtlne his way to Iho front 
in public life; 

Por over eight years before the -.war 
Hamar Qrecnwood had served . the 
Liberal Party loyally and well . as 
senior mi^mbcr for York City. . Al- 
heady ho hud earned for hlmsolf that 
er.viable reinitatlon, 'a coming man.' 
The boll was at hla feet when tho 
All-Highéiit took It upon hln)8é]f 'to 
run' amubk over Surope. Had be but 
remained behihd all kinds Of attrac- 
tions, Including early promotion to 
cabinet ranV, were his for the asking, 
but the young statesman from Whitby, 
Ontario, chose to throw In bis lot 
: with the Army In France. Without 
hesitation ho joined up, and rose ra- 
pidly to Ute rank of a Colonel and 
was appointed jtoHhe command of ^one 
of the Meny^^ltottalioh^ 

Qrsenvvdea^Majife^a. Baronet.: 

On the eve of hts dephrture for the 
front he called at cEtfwning' étreét^to 
say good-bye to bis old' friend, "Mr. 
Lloyd-George, then Minister of Mun- 
Itlcns. "Is there anything I can do 
for you before yOu go outf OsKed the 
latter. ' 

Greenwood hesitated: ^ "There Is 
one thing," he admitted, "I'louflrh It is 
not for myself that I .i.s'... I have a 
little son — I would like hiri to have o 
ttt e If anything skou.it. happen to mc 
out there." , 

'^Oh, that's easily- arranged," replied 
Lloyd George, "If j-ou don't mind wait- 
ing a few minutes." And he hurried 
from the room.

ansry». so later in the day, upon my 
.hrotber professing deep penitence, ho 
'was taken back to make hU apologies, 
when he did precisely the same thing 
over again and was conseauently in
